Time For Austerity 


As the year draws to a close, 
Americans watch with disi 
as raids are made on the na- 
tion's gold supply by gold spe- 
culators in Europe. including 
Ihe French Republic which was 
once a staunch friend of the 
United States. Attempts are be- 
ing made to undermine the 
ue of the dollar and, thereby. 
to jeopardize the entire U. S. 
economy. 

This is a grave danger which 
requires across-the-board ef- 
fort by the federal govern- 
ment. On the foreign front, 
the nation needs to stop the 
flow of gold to France, U. S. 
Sen. Vance Hartke (D-Ind.) 
has proposed a legislative ban 
on further shipments of gold 
fo the French until they re- 
sume payments on their World 
War I debt to the United 
States. This debt exceeds $6 
billion. It is high time that the 
Johnson administration public» 
ly remind the French that they 
owe this sum to the American 
people. Of course, itis only a 
part of the much vaster sum 
that the United States has 4с- 
voted to the protection or as- 
sistance of France іп this 
century. 

Halting the gold flow by law 
із only one part of the remed- 
1 effort that must be under- 
taken promptly to protect the 
dollar. Action at home also із 
needed. What sort of action 
із required has been succinctly 
‘stated by Prof. James C. Dol- 
ley of the Department of Fin- 
апсе at the University of Texas 

Prof. Dolley has stated that 
the U. S. should take these 
steps: “(1) Balance the federal 
budget by cutting non-defense 
spending; (2) balance our in- 
ternational payments by eli- 
mináting all foreign economic 
aid; and (3) take steps to stop 
the wage-price spiral." 

Unfortunately, the Johnson 
administration apparently is un- 
willing to take steps of this 
sort. Instead of cutting non- 
defense spending. the adminis- 


' tration continues to press for 


new or expanded Great Socie- 
ty programs. The administra- 
tion bitterly resisted reductions 
in the foreign aid program 
this year. 

Mr. Johnson alsi is unwill- 
ing to incur the enmity of the 
union bosses by suggesting that 
wages as well as prices should 
be restrained. Settlements in 
the automobile industry, іт- 
posed by the union monoply. 
virtually guarantee an addi- 
tional round of inflation in that 
key industrial sector. When a 
manufacturer wants to go up 
on kis prices. he faces heavy 
administration pressure. But 
the union bosses are not re- 
primanded by the White House 
when they upset the — wage 
structure in the country. That's 
the political pattern of. the 
Great. Society. 

Holding the line on public 
spending of a  non-defense 
character and restraining іп- 
flation constitute truly vital 
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tasks for this nation in the year 
ahead. Americans have before 
them the horrible example of 
Great Britain. The British are 
іп deep trouble because they 
have spent more than they 
earned and because wages were 
allowed to shoot up to t 
point where British goods pric- 
ed themselves out of markets 

Not all the blame should be 
heaped on the White Н 
be sure. If the U. S. i 
turn to fiscal responsibility. 
there must be a concern for 
fiscal responsibility at the 
grassroots and jn the state leg- 
islative assemblies. 

Observers of the state legis- 
lative scene note that inflation 
also is hitting hard at state 
governments. Costs of public 
education and other programs 
are soaring. In addition, state 
governments are under heavy 
pressure this winter to provide 
pay raises for public employes 
that state revenues often do 
not cover. In short, the states 
эге being urged to engage in 
fiscal irresponsibility, to «pend 


more than they have or to dip 
into reserve funds created for 
a rainy day. As this is an elec- 
ion year, the state legislators 
are especially vulnerable to the 
pressure for pay hikes 


It is essential. therefore, that 
there be a national mobil 
tion (and a mobilization with- 
in each state) of responsible 
public opinion in behalf of 
curbs on spending. Thoughtful 
citizens will have to organize 
to let national and state leg- 
islators know that a period of 
austerity is needed if the coun- 
try is to weather the period 
of rough economic weather а. 
head. 


Though the United States is 
rich in material and human 
resources. it cannot ignore the 
laws of economics or engage in 
giveaways when revenues are 
down or confidence in the na- 
tion's money has dipped some- 
what. Only by the practice of 
frugality will the United States 
come through the year ahead 
with its strength unimpaired.

But, so it won't dry ош too 
much. lay the potted plant on 
its side in a cool dry place. 
Under the back porch is an 
ideal place. If you live on a 
concrete slab. try storing the 
sleeping plant in that shady 
corner of the carport.

BEEF CATTLE 

The prospects for beef cat-

taxes, wages, prices and con- 
sumer incomes, all of which 
are expected to rise during the 
next year, and are expected to 
increase ihe level of meat con- 
sumption per persop. 

With a continued strong 
consumer demand, fed cattle 
prices are expected to average 
about the same as in the four- 
th quarter of 1967, with in- 
creases likely to be small 

Beef production in 1968 
could not be maintained at 
much higher levels than їп 
1967 without larger reductions 
їп total cattle numbers th 
have taken place during the 
Past three years and without 
reducing the beef production 
Potential in the future 

FIELD CROPS 

The 1967.68 indications are 
for moderately reduced acre- 
age of celery and tomatoes, 
while sweet corn acreage plant- 
ed to date is about eight. рег. 
cent ahead of last year. 

Dry weather during the Fall 
has resulted in excellent grow- 
ing conditions, resulting in re- 
cord-high yields of celery and 
sweet corn. 

OTHER CROPS 

Other crops generally will 
hold near present levels, with 
the exception of production of 
soy beans, which will continue 
its upward trend

Poinsettias Can Be Saved 
For Next Christmas 


When spring comes, tende: 
ly awake the plant by slough- 
ing off the dead top and by 
placing the roots in a new bed 
of rich soil. You can grow 
the new plant in last season's 
pot, but the poinsettia will be 
happier if you set it in the soil 
where it can fiex its roots bet- 
ter than in the confines of a 
pot. 

If you did not get a gift of 
poinsettias for Christmas, it is 
easy 10 establish plantings of 
the holiday ornamental by pur- 
chasing poited stock from a 
local nurseryman. However, 
some green thumb operators 
feel that they have better luck 
if they sneak hardwood 


cut- 
tings from a neighbor's yard 
following the flowering sea- 


son. 

Poinsettias will grow: on a 
wide range of soils, including 
sand, muck, marl, rocky soil 
and clay. In spite of the wide 
adaptability, the plants wiji 
present you a better show of 
color if you take proper care 
of them. 

Fertilizer application 1% 
portant. Apply about 
pounds of a good garden fert- 
ilizer per 100 square feet of 
Plant space in early spri 
again in June and perhaps in 
mid-summer if there are heavy 
rains. 

Pruning is the secret of a 
canopy of color next Christ- 
mas, 

As each sprout reaches 12 
inches long, pinch it back to 
six inches. Continue this cruel 
treatment, to all sprouts -intil 
the middle of September. Then 
stop to give the plant tips a 
Chance to set their bracis of 
color petals.

Poinsettias show their color 
according to day length and 
temperature. A plant. rear a 
lighted window or а street 
light often refuses to color up 
like a neighboring plant in a 
nearby darker corner. The best 
flower development is when 
the night temperatures range 
from 60 to 62 degrees.

“That task," he said. "is so 
to present Jesus Christ as the 
pioneer of life that every crea- 
lure on earth may hear the 
call to follow Him in loving 
and serving the God Whom He 
called Father." 

DOESN'T GO FAR 
ENOUGH * 

This definition is fine, as far 
as it goes — but does it go 
far enough? How about Jesus 
as the Savior, not just the pion- 
cer? Of Him, Peter said, "There 
is none other name under hea- 
ven given among men, where- 
by we must be saved." 

The redefinition of evange- 
lism sounds so good that it 
may not immediately occur to 
those who hear or read it that 
it has left out the essential in- 
gredient — the thing which 
makes the Gospel the "good 
news" that it is.
